The court will decide once and for 


all whether or .not the constitution 
follows the flag.

•Griggs, in his brief, contended that 
within the meaning of the tariff act 
of '97, Porto Rico must be regarded 
as foreign, belonging to but not being 
in a domestic sense a part of the U.

The changes in tfo$ pe.pulatyro 
of the different «iti.§g gamip.ared.with 
the population of ten. years ago stow 
notable Increases In several places 
and the figures also seem to indicate 
that the returns made by the state 
census of 1895 were probally top fttgh, 
in some cases. 


Sheboygan Heads the Uit,' 


Sheboygan still holds it» place as 


the largest city in the state next 'be- 
low the cities in the 25,000 class, the 
returns lor this year giving Sheboy- 
gan 22,(H>2, which is an increase of 
nearly 3,000 since 1895 and nearly 
7,000 in the ten year period since 
1890. 


Madison comes next, 'having made 


proportionally a larger growth and 
nows shows up with 19,164, which, is 
an Increase of about 6,000 since 1890, 
and about 4,000 since 1895. 


Green Bay 'has increased 'more than 


4,000 since 1890, but the state census 
of 1895 gives the city a population of

Berlin, Dec. 17.—News comes from 


Madrid that the 
German 
frigate 


Gneisenau, a training ship was lost 
during a storm while attempting to 
enter the harbor at Malaga, near Gib- 
raltar. 


It is known that over 140 lives were 


lost including the commander and the 
cadets. 


The Gneisenau missed the harbor 


entrance and went on the rocks close 
to the light house. 
She was mashed 


to pieces within an hour and com- 
pletely submerged. About forty of the 
crew reached* shore much injured. A 
boat was launched, tut not seen after- 
ward. 
It is feared that she was lost. 


The commander -and chief officers 


of the vessel stood bravely at their 
posts, giving orders and trying to 
save the cadets before themselves 
They went down with the ship. 


Used as a Training Ship. 


The Gneisnau which was built at 


Dantzic in 1879, was an iron vessel 
sheathed with wood, and had a die- 
placement of 2,856 tons. 
She was 


242 feet, 9 inches In length and 45 
feet, 11 inches in the beam, having 
a mean draught of 19 feet, 8. Inches 
and a coal capacity of 400 tons. 


Her speed was thirteen knots. Her 


armament consisted of fourteen 5.9 
Krupp breech loaders, two 
3.4-inch 


quick-flrers, one oat or field gun and 
seven torpedo" tubes.

Her complement, was 461 men, and 


she was used for training boys for 
the German navy. 


Caught in a Storm. 


Madrid, Dec. 17.—The 
Gneisenau 


foundered at he entrance to the port 
of Malaga, where she was about to 
take refuge from the terrible storm 
prevailing.

IN LIVELY WORK 


Filipinos Routed on the Island of Panay 


—Large Number of Natives 


bwear Allegiance. 


Manila, Dec.' 17.—Advfces iVom Ilo- 


ilo, Island of Panay, reports that the 
American troops^ have 'baen moving 
northward and westward for several 
days, and;that determents of the Sixth, 
Eighth, and Twenty-Sixth regiments 
have been active near their stations. 
The insurgent losses during the last 
ten days there have been, five killed, 
seven wounded, and forty taken pris- 
oners. The Americans have lost two 
killed and three wouudcd. 
Large 


numbers of the natives, however, are 
swearing allegiance to the United 
States. In several re-cent attacks and 
expeditions in Southern Luzon the in- 
surgents have lost eight killed, seven 
wounded, and about twenty captured. 
The Americans have lost one killed 
and two wounded. 
General Wheaton 


reports that 430 natives -have entered 
Calanao for registration.

New York, Dec. 17.—"If nurses can- 


not subdue a refractory insane patient 
without breaking his ribs and strangl- 
ing him,. Bellevue hospital needs dif- 
ferent men, I think,' said Dr. Donlln, 
coroner's physician, today, after 
an 


autopsy on the body of Louis Milliard, 
a crazy man who was taken from the 
Bellevue Insane Pavilion dead, 
after 


a fight, it is said, with the nurses. The 
patient had three of his left ribs bro- 
ken—one of them just over the heart— 
and the "Adam's apple" in the throat 
was fractured, indicating that Hilliard 
had been strangled.

NEW SOCIAL CLUB 


TO BE ORGANIZED 


A social club with a IlmlteJ num- 


ber of members is being organized by 
some of the business men of the city.' 
A meeting -was held and a committee 
on membership and arrangements ap- 
pointed. They will occupy a suite of 
rooms on the northwest corner of the 
Hayes Block on the fourth floor. This 
club is not to be a business club in 
any sense of the word but a club 
where the members can meet and en- 
joy themselves and leave the cares of 
business behind. 


The rooms which the club propose 


to occupy are some of the most pleas- 
ant rooms in the building and will 
make a fine home for a small club. 


Following -is the text of the Hay 


Pauncefote treaty as it will read after 
the Davis and Foraker amendments 
are finally adopted by the senate 


Article 1—It is agreed -that the canal 


may be constructed under the aus- 
pices of the government of the United 
States, either directly at its own cost 
or by gift or loan of money to indi- 
viduals or corporations, 
or through 


subscription to or purchase of stock 
or shares, and that, subject -to the pro- 
visions of the present convention the 
sai-d government shall have and enjoy 
all *he rights incident to said con- 
struction, as well -as the 
exclusive 


right of providing for the regulation 
and management of the eanal . 


Article II.—The 
-high contracting 


parties, 
-desiring 
to preserve and 


maintain the general 
principle- of 


neutralization established in 
article 


VIII. of the Olayton-Bulwer conven- 
tion, which is hereby 
superseded, 


adopt, a-s the basis of such neutraliza- 
tion, the following rules, substantially 
as embodied in the convention between 
Great Britain and certain other pow- 
ers, signed at Constantinople on Oct. 
29, 1888, for tihe free navigation of the 
Suez Maritime Canal, that is to say: 


1. The canal shall be free and open, 


in time of war as. in time of peace, 
•to the vessels of commerce and 
of 


war of all nations, on terms of entire 
equality, so -that there shall be no dis- 
crimination against any nation or its 
citizens or subjects in respect to the 
conditions or charges of traffic, 
or 


otherwise. 


2. The canal shall never be block- 


aded, -nor shall any right of war be 
exercised nor any act of hostility be 
committed within it. 


•3. Vessels of war of a belligerent 


shall not revictual nor take any stores 
in the canal, except so far as may be 
strictly necessary; and the transit of 
such vessels through the canal shall 
be effected with the least possible 
delay, in accordance witih the regu- 
lations in force and with only isuch 
intermission as may result from the 
necessities of the service. 


Prizes shall in all -respects be sub- 


jected to the same rules as vessels of 
war of the belligerent. 


4. No belligerent shall embark or 


disembark troops, munitions of war 
or warlike materials in the canal, ex- 
cept in case of accidental hindrance 
of the transit, and in such case the 
transit shall be resumed 
with 
all 


possible dispatch. 


5. The provisions 
of this article 


shall apply to waters adjacent to the 
canal, within three mai-ine miles of 
either end. Vessels of war of E. bellig- 
erent shall not remain in such waters 
longer than twenty-four nours at any 
one time, except in case of -distress, 
and in such case shall depart as soon 
as possible; but a vessel of war of one 
belligerent shall not depart 
within 


twenty-four hours from the departure 
of a vessel of war of the other bel- 
ligerent. It is agreed, 'however, that 
none of the 
immediately foregoing 


conditions and stipulations in sec- 
tions numbered 1, 2, '3, 4 and 5 of this 
article shaill apply -to measures which 
the United States may find it neces- 
sary to take for securing, by its own 
forces, the defense 
of the United 


States and -the maintenance of public 
order. 


6. The plant, establishments, build- 


ings, and all works necessary to the 
construction, maintenance and oper- 
ation of the canal shall be deamed to 
be part thereof, for the purposes of 
this convention, and in time' of war, 
as in time of peace, shall enjoy com- 
plete immunity from attack or injury 
by belligerents and from acts calcu- 
lated to impair their usefulness as 
part of the canal. 


7. No fortifications shall be erected 


commanding the canal or-the waters 
adjacent. The United States, however, 
shall be at liberty to maintain such 
military police along the canal as may 
be necessary to protect it against 
lawlessness and disorder. 


Article III.—The present convention 


shall be ratified by the president of the 
United States, .by and with the advice 
and consent of the senate thereof, and 
by her Britannic majesty; and the rat- 
ifications shall be exchanged at Wash- 
ingtonoratLondon withinsix months 
from the date hereof, or earlier if pos- 
sible.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 
17.—An 


.unusual interest is manifestedd by the 
members of congress in the rivers and 
harbors bill now being framed, as the 
success or failure of a representative in 
laving the interests of his 
district 


taken care of in this measure frequent- 
ly means victory or defeat at the polls. 
Consequently when this measure is be- 
ing drafted the lives of the members 
oj the rivers and harbors committee 
are made more or less of a burden by 
the importunities of their associates. 
It is therefore a difficult matter to keep 
the sum authorized by the measure 
.•within reasonable bounds, and more 
than once has the president been forced 
to veto measures of this character be- 
cause the committees in both houses 
•were too liberal and went beyond the 
point where the treasury could stand 
the strain. There is always the same 
struggle to keep the total within rea- 
sonable bounds. 
It frequently hap- 


' pens that the rivers and harbors bill 


ihas to be recast several times before 
the committee agrees to present it to 
the house, but even after these precau- 
tions the house and senate often load 
it down with amendments' ami double 
the amount fixed upon by the commit- 
tee.

•the adoption of amendments, as com- 
Tnnations are made between members 
and the plans of the committee are 
completely overturned. So eager are 
senators and members to secure money 
for improvements in the districts that 
the safety of the treasury has been

that the bill will' be vetoed if 


it exceeds an amount named.

plied Mr. Newlands, "is twofold. 
It 


raises too much revenue and it does 
not raise it from the proper sources." 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio opposed 
the 


emendment. 
He expressed the 
hope 


that the house would rot attempt to 
make inroads upon industrial corpo- 
rations without investigation by the 
•proper committee of the house. "Why 
attack industrial 
corporations?"

"If you will frame an amend- 


ment that will reach every corpora- 
tion or every income I will vote for 
It," observed Mr. Newlands amid ap- 
plause."

WEST INDIAN 


XMAS.

It may orinaynot be generally known 


.but the first Christmas celebration in 
America took place in tbe West Indies 
and in the very year tliat America was 
discovered. There was not much fes- 
tivity about it. to be sure, for tbe first 
anniversary of the Nativity in tun n.?w 
•world found the participants in a 
state of tnind not conducive to merry- 
making or cheerful entertainment. 


The groat navigator, Chistopher Co- 


lumbus, 
-who showed 
the 
civilized 


world the way across the Atlantic, was 
roaster of ceremonies, and he had lit- 
tle reason for rejoicing, for on Christ- 
mas eve, 1492, he had lost his flag- 
ship, the Santa Maria, which bad run 
on a reef on the north coast of Haiti. 
Fortunately for him and his crew, the 
Dative Indians of the island were 
friendly, and they not only came to his 
rescue, but saved all the wreckage of 
his vessel, which they piled up on the 
beach at Guarico, near the present city 
of Cape Haitian. The Indian cacique 
did all he could to allay the grief of the 
Spaniards and 
on Christmas 
day 


spread a banquet to which they were 
invited and at which many of his peo- 
ple acted in the capacity of servants, 
j This was the first Christmas dinner 
In America, and nt this aboriginal 
"spread" so many new and strange ar- 
ticles of food were offered the Span- 
iards that Columbus made a note of 
them, so we are enabled to state exact- 
ly what they were. In the first place, 
there was maize, or Indian corn, which 
the Europeans may have seen in the 
Bahamas, but which they had not eat- 
en before. In fact, the golden kernels 
carried back to Spain by Columbus 
from this first voyage to America were 


. the first that ever reached the old 
' world, and It was many years after 


that before brown bread nnd "Injun 
pudding" becanoe'at al! common on the 
tables of European royalty. 


One of the curious tubers offered the 


Spaniards that day by the Indian chief- 
tain in Haiti was the manioc, or cas- 
sava, from which the aborigines made 
their dally bread. They were the orig- 
inators also of the cassareep. or West 
Indian pepper pot, made by throwing 
places of meat of all kinds into an

earthen vessel, where it was.preserved 
for any length of time by the antiseptic 
properties of the manioc. 


Christopher was so taken with the 


pepper pot. according to a local tradi- 
tion, that he begged the recipe from the 
|) native cbef and took it home to Queen 


Isabella, but whether she appreciated 
the article or not has not been record- 
ed. Another tuber, the yam. was also 
served np after roasting in the ashes, 
but it is doubtful if the potato was on 
the festal board, though it may as well 
have been found in the highlands of 
•Haiti as in South America, where it is 
said to have been discovered long aft- 
er. 
Anyway, there were several new 


fruits, all tropical, such as tbe guava, 
custard apple, sapota and pineapple, 
and in meats there was a great varie- 
'ty. for the Indians shot and trapped 
the wild parrot, pigeon, doves, agouti, 
iguana nnci the titia. the three last 
named bring animals indigenous to the 
island.
